grief. 
His lips had become distorted 
into a permanent snarl, which, at 
mere sight of Wolf Larsen, broke out 
in sound, horrible and menacing, and, 
I do believe, unconsciously.

350,000 RAILROAD MEN MAY

I cannot say that the position of 
mate carried with it anything more 
joyful than that there were no more 
dishes to wash. I was ignorant of the 
simplest duties of mate, and would 
have fared badly indeed had the sail­ 
ors not sympathized with me.

(United Press Correspondence) 
Chicago, Dec. 15.— The executive 
committee of the four railroad broth­ 
erhoods representing 
350,000 
men 
met here today to consider w hether 
they w'ould make a joint demand for 
the first time upon all the railroads 
in the United States and Canada, for 
an 8 hour day and higher pay. The 
committees, acting for 350,000 engi­ 
neers, brakem en, firemen and con­ 
ductors, w'ill decide w'hether to sub­ 
mit the plan to a vote of the brother­ 
hood. The vote would take about 30 
days. Should the proposals be en­ 
dorsed and subm itted to the railroads 
the latter, under present agreements, 
have 30 days in which to reply. This 
is the first time in the history of the 
United States that such a large body 
of organized workmen has so united 
for a joint demand. Should proposals 
be subm itted to the railroads, pres­ 
sure of business incident to the Eu­ 
ropean war, the labor men believe, 
wreuld cause serious consideration 
of the demands by railroad officials. 
The railroads have given no indica­ 
tion of what their attitude may be.

Chicago, Dec. 
15.— Although

admitted the existence of illegally op­ 
erated saloons, A. J . Germak. secre­ 
tary of the United Societies, today 
told the I nit *d Press why it is im­ 
possible to eradicate them through 
brewery corporation. 
Germak conceded the inability of 
municipal governments to stamp out 
saloons with red light tendencies. He 
admitted it might 
be 
possible 
to 
stamp out such saloons, by breweries 
refusing to sell them. No such move 
has been started, however, because 
uf complications involved. 
In Chicago there are 52 brewer­ 
ies,” said Germak. ‘ Of those ten are 
owned by the saloon keepers. Of the 
remaining 42 there are many who 
would knowingly sell to illegitimate 
places. Even if all the city breweries 
refused to sell such places, others 
would. Competition is too keen.” 
Germak denied that many saloon 
licenses are owned by breweries. He 
Said that where this condition exist­ 
ed, for the protection of the brew* 


or where brewers owned buildings or 
fixtures that would give them a lever­ 
age over saloon keepers, he did not 
believe the law was being broken.
